DR adds 2 police officers

The Dry Ridge Police 
Department tripled in size July 
1 as two new officers were 
sworn in to protect and serve 
the city. 

David Osborne and K.J. 
Little, both Dry Ridge resi¬ 
dents, are now part of the force 
after being hired to expand the 
department in an effort to fight 
drug use and other crimes. 

“We’re looking forward to 
being able to curb some of 
these problems that people are 
complaining about,” said 


Mayor Jim Wells. 

Chief Rick Kells previous¬ 
ly was the sole police officer 
for the city. 

The city council unani¬ 
mously made the decision to 
expand its police department 
during its April 20 meeting. 

The city had been contract¬ 
ing with Williamstown Police 
to provide patrols during off 
hours and weekends. 

However, Wells wanted to 


close any gaps in police pro¬ 
tection for the city so the city 
decided on the expansion of 
the police department. 

There were about 30 appli¬ 
cants for the two positions and 
seven people went through the 
interview process. 

Wells said a third new offi¬ 
cer could be hired by the end 
of the year.

Grant County now has a 
seat on the board that over¬ 
sees the Cincinnati/Northern 
Kentucky International 
Airport (CVG.) 

Mike Drysdale, president 
of the Walton-based trucking 
company Drysdale Direct 
Express, will serve as Grant 
County’s voice on the board. 


The 
57-year-old’s 
term expires 
June 30, 

2019. 

“I think 
my experi¬ 
ence in the 
transporta¬ 
tion industry, 
including air 
freight, will 
be beneficial 
and lend a different perspec¬ 


tive other than just the pas¬ 
senger aspect,” Drysdale said. 
“After researching the role of 
the board and the impact it 
can have on Grant County, I 
agreed to accept the posi¬ 
tion.” 

A bill passed this year by 
the General Assembly restruc¬ 
tures the Kenton County 
Airport Board. 

The board previously had 
seven voting members

The change expands the 
board to 13 voting members 
with Kenton County getting 
eight seats, Boone County 
with two seats, Grant and 
Campbell counties with one 
seat each and a governor- 
appointed seat.

Korean War veteran 
goes to Washington

It’s been 62 years since Edward 
Souder returned from Korean soil, but 
it’s a place he thinks of often, at least 
once or twice a day. 

Souder, of Corinth, saw a dream 
come true when he recently partici¬ 
pated in an Honor Flight to 
Washington, D.C. where he and other 
veterans received the red carpet treat¬ 
ment. 

Tears slid from the corners of 
Souder’s weathered eyes as he recalled 
the fanfare that surrounded his big 
day. 

“It’s indescribable,” he said. 

Souder and his daughter, Pam 
Hutchinson, a fifth grade social stud¬ 
ies teacher, left Louisville along with 
85 other veterans and their guardians. 

Hutchinson 
began applying three 
years ago for her 
father to be includ¬ 
ed. The Honor Flight 
program gives pref¬ 
erence to World War 
II veterans, but has 
also opened up the 
all-expense paid trip 
now to Korean and 
Vietnam war veter¬ 
ans. 

As a guardian, 

Hutchison was 
required to complete 
training to accompany her father on 
the trip. 

When Souder’s plane arrived at 
Ronald Reagan Airport, it flew under 
a water canon salute and thus began 
their day. 

As they exited the plane, they were 
greeted by a crowd of flag-waving 
crowd displaying not only the 
American flag but flags from all 
branches of service. 

“There was a band playing and 
everyone was clapping,” Hutchinson 
said. 

When the group went around a 
bend, then they were greeted by the 
public and that’s when Souder’s tears 
began to fall.

“I’d never been out of 
Grant County and I got on 
a train and rode for 24 
hours with 60 mean I 
didn’t know,” he said. 

Hutchinson was able to 
snap a photo of her father 
at the memorial by an 
etching of his plane. At 
85, Souder was one of the 
youngest veterans on the 
flight, which included 
several who used wheel¬ 
chairs to visit the memori¬ 
als. 

“The neatest thing for 
me was watching dad 
interact with the other 
vets. They greeted each 
other with signals and to 
just hear their stories. The 
stories that you don’t 
know,” she said.

In Hutchinson’s mind, 
the Korean War is often 
the less talked about, less 
remembered war. 

“I’m always amazed at 
the number lost, 53,000 
(lives) in three years. That 
was a big impact,” she 


said. 

During his time in 
Korea, Souder grew close 
to a dozen men in his unit. 
The men and their fami¬ 
lies have gotten together 
several times in Florida, 
Las Vegas and at Wright 


Patterson Air Force Base 
for a reunion. 

The day drew to a close 
when each veteran 
received mail call back at 
the airport before the 
return flight home. They 
were given a coin from 


Honor Flight as well as 
cards and letters from 
school children thanking 
them for their service. 

When the plane 
touched down in 
Louisville, Souder’s wife, 
Florence was there to wel¬ 
come him home. 

Souder said when he 
finished his service and 
came home he tried to put 
it behind him. 

“When I got home, I 
was home, but this trip 
brings it all back,” he 
said. 

Hutchinson knew the 
purpose of the Honor 
Flight was to make the 
veterans feel honored and 
respected.

Grant County Judge- 
Executive Steve Wood recom¬ 
mended Drysdale for the 
board after receiving up to 20 
applications for the position. 

Drysdale’s community 
involvement includes four 
years on the county planning 
and zoning commission, a for¬ 
mer deacon at Sherman 
Baptist Church and an active 
volunteer for Spears 
Foundation Free Kitchen. 

“I wanted somebody who 
would make Kentucky 
proud,” Wood said. “I wanted 
somebody who would stand 
up and mb elbows with (other 
board members.) I settled on 
(Diysdale) because I felt like 
he was the best I interviewed. I 


interviewed him probably six 
times.” 

The board restructuring 
came after the board came 
under fire from state Auditor 
Adam Edelen for alleged 
excessive spending, power 
struggles and lack of over¬ 
sight. 

Rep. Brian Linder, R-Diy 
Ridge and Sen. Damon 
Thayer, R-Georgetown, 
helped get Grant County rep¬ 
resentation on the board in the 
bill that passed in the 2015 
General Assembly. 

Diysdale started in trans¬ 
portation with an air freight 
company in the late 1970s 
hauling freight to and from 
CVG.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Pepper blight 
returns 

A bout 40 years ago a fungus was discov¬ 
ered in pepper crops in New York and 
since it has spread as far as California and 
Florida. It’s in our midst, as well. The fungus in 
question causes phytophthora blight in peppers. 
Some refer to the sudden wilting of peppers as 
damping off, phytophthora root rot, crown rot or 
stem and fruit rot. Clearly the fungus impacts 
the entire plant. I had a problem with this blight 
in my pepper patch and it seems as though it is 
back! 

Phytophthora blight attacks all parts of the 
plant and usually becomes apparent as the plant 
begins to fruit, mid-season, and when the weath¬ 
er becomes hot and plant stress increases. You 
may see spots on the foliage or lesions on the 
stem. Fruit may develop water-soaked spots and 
turn moldy. The seeds inside become infected, as 
well, so do not save seed from infected plants... 
this is how it initially spread across the country. 

If you have had pepper blight in the past it is 
likely that the fungus continues to exist in your 
garden soil. The fungal spores can spread far and 
wide by wind and water so it may be difficult to 
control in the average backyard garden by simple 
crop rotation. Plus, the fungus has various hosts 
including eggplant, tomatoes and cucurbits (cu¬ 
cumbers, squash, melons...). 

It is not surprising that the fungus is back in 
my garden; it is favored by wet, warm weather. 
So, what can we do? Well, some cultural prac¬ 
tices can help but it is a tough disease to com¬ 
bat. Plant pathologists recommend that we prac¬ 
tice crop rotation (but not 
with other host plants); be 
sure that your soil is well- 
drained; plant in raised beds 
or on a ridge to maximize 
drainage; mulch to avoid 
splashing soil; use soaker 
hoses when irrigating; and 
only purchase certified 
seed. 

I do have some peppers 
planted in the kitchen gar¬ 
den where none have been 
so I won’t go pepperless. 
Bu the plants back in the big 
garden look like they won’t 
make it. The kitchen garden 
is well-drained, mulched 
and producing peppers thus far but the symbiotic 
relationship between the forces of nature may 
mean that the fungus eventually spreads and be¬ 
comes a problem here, too. 

Considering all the things that can go wrong in 
the garden I think that we cannot under-estimate 
the power of good cultural practices for all of our 
crops that share a garden space. Do it right from 
the beginning, amending the soil to improve 
drainage and fertility; if this seems impossible 
then build a series of raised beds. Keep the gar¬ 
den clean, removing diseased debris quickly and 
managing the weed-to-plant ratio. Try to keep 
soil moisture moderated, don’t over-fertilize and 
get mulch down as early in the season as you can 
manage. And, if all else fails forego planting 
peppers for a couple of years and keep an eye on 
your tomatoes...if they stay healthy then maybe 
the peppers can come back to the garden. And, 
there is always the farmers’ market.

“We’re going to re-evaluate in 
November or December,” he said. 
“Hopefully, at that point, when 
we re-interview, we can open 
the (hiring process) up and we’ll 
have the ability to hire an officer 
that we can send to the academy.” 

Osborne worked for William- 
stown Police since 2007 and 
patrolled Dry Ridge as part of 
the city’s contract with William- 
stown. 

He also worked for the Cynthi- 
ana Police Department. 

“I have 12 years experience 
and a college degree,” Osborne 
said. “I hope I can use those tal¬ 
ents as Dry Ridge is taking on 
this endeavor to build up the po¬ 
lice department.” 

Little completed his Depart¬ 
ment of Criminal Justice Training 
at Eastern Kentucky University 
in February. 

He previously was with the 
Florence Police Department and 
worked at the Grant County De¬ 
tention Center. 

“It’s good to see familiar faces 
I know a lot of people here and 
that makes it a little bit easier to 
communicate with people,” Little 
said. “I’m excited.” 

Wells said he is happy about 
both new hires. 

“David’s skill set definitely in¬ 
cluded his work in Dry Ridge for 
the last eight years,” Wells said. 
“He knows all the businesses. He 
knows the routines. There was 
zero learning curve really. He’s 
just changing uniforms and get¬ 
ting a different car.” 

Little will ride with Osborne 
for about four to five weeks to 
finish up his training program 
that he started with Florence Po¬ 
lice, said Wells. 

Then, Osborne will give a rec¬ 
ommendation to Kells, who will 
then ride with Little before sign¬ 
ing off for him to go on his own. 

Wells said that process should 
be done by the end of the month. 

“I really liked K.J.,” Wells 
said. “He’s a local guy. He grew 
up in the community and lives 
in the city limits. He went to 
school here, played football here 
and went to college and got his 
degree. He wanted to come back 
and work here. He’s young and 
eager to get started. I think he’ll 
be a tremendous asset to the city.” 

With additional officers, the 
city also needed more cruisers. 

The city was able to purchase 
one cruiser from Winchester Po¬ 
lice through surplus for $1,500 
and get another for free from 
Southgate Police, until new ve¬ 
hicles come in. 

“Age-wise, they are substan¬ 
tially older, but they’ll get us 
through,” Wells said. “We already 
ordered the new cars, but there’s 
a six to eight-week lag time on 
those. We probably won’t see 
those until October or November. 
So, we needed something in the 
meantime.” 

Kells will work night-time 
hours while Osborne and Little 
will work days right now, said 
Wells. 

Wells said the community 
should start seeing an increased 
police presence and hopefully a 
decrease in crime. 

“They will be out and notice¬ 
able driving up and down the 
streets,” he said. “They will told 
to stop and talk to people and in¬ 
troduce themselves. People will 
notice their presence.”

Give Charlie a Chance fundraiser set for July 18

Amanda Nicholson has been on a mis¬ 
sion the past five years. 

The Grant County mom’s 6-year-old 
daughter Charlotte, or Charlie as her fam¬ 
ily calls her, was diagnosed at 1 1/2 years 
old with CDKL5, a rare disorder that ef¬ 
fects only hundreds of people worldwide. 

The trademark of the CDKL5 disorder 
is early onset seizures beginning in the 
first few weeks of life that do not respond 
well to medication. 

Many of the children impacted will 
never walk, talk or feed themselves, and 
they are completely dependent on others 
for total care. 

Most of them have no functional use of 
their hands. 

Many also suffer from visual impair¬ 
ments, severe gastrointestinal problems 
requiring a feeding tube for nutrition and 
severe scoliosis requiring surgery. 

“Most of her life she had seizures dai¬ 
ly,” Nicholson said about her wheelchair- 
bound daughter. “For the last few months 
though, she has had a few seizure-free 
days each week. Her seizure intensity had 
also lessened. With this small break for her 
brain, she has been able to advance in some 
cognitive abilities. She’s been making new 
noises and vocalizing more. She had been 
giving us more eye contact too. Right now, 
physically, she’s working on her balance 
and can sit up independently at times for 
short periods of time. She can also raise up 
into a tall kneel on her knees.” 

Nicholson is organizing the fifth annual 
Give Charlie a Chance fundraiser from 
4 to 7 p.m. Saturday, July 18 at William¬ 
stown High School. 

The event is to raise money for the 
International Foundation for CDKL5 Re¬ 
search (I.F.C.R.) with the hopes of finding 
a cure for CDKL5 Disorders. 

Cost is $8 for adults and $5 for children 
and includes dinner starting at 4 p.m. and 
one raffle ticket to win a Kindle Fire. 

Additional raffle tickets can be pur¬ 
chased throughout the event. 

The fundraiser will also feature family- 
friendly music, a silent auction, carnival 
games, concessions for sale and a free

movie at 7 p.m. in the WHS gym. 

A Kid Zone access armband can be 
purchased for $6 for unlimited inflatable 
visits. 

More than $7,000 has been raised so far 
through Give Charlie a Chance. 

Nicholson said the I.F.C.R. is aggres¬ 
sively funding global research using the 
best techniques and most competent re¬ 
searchers available to accelerate the pace 
of identifying treatments and a cure for 
CDKL5. 

There are currently three CDKL5 Cen¬ 
ters of Excellence in Denver, Boston and 
Cleveland with plans to open up one to 
two more this year. 

“We believe this is still a vastly under¬ 
diagnosed condition,” Nicholson said. “So, 
there may be many more affected children, 
especially older children and young adults 
who have yet to be diagnosed. We want all 
people affected by a CDKL5 disorder to 
take advantage of any treatments, or a cure 
in the future. CDKL5 disorders have went 
from an unknown entity just 10 years ago, 
to research at both the treatment level with 
meds in clinical trials and at the cellular 
level to understand the protein and genetic 
interactions involved.” 


Charlie, who graduated kindergarten at 
Williamstown Elementary this year, also 
has another hurdle headed her way. 

The family found out a few months 
ago that Charlie has a tethered spinal cord, 
which will require surgery. 

Her surgery originally was scheduled 
for May 29 but a respiratory virus kept her 
sick for two weeks. 

The surgery now is set for July 24, a 
week after the fundraiser. 

“Normally, a spinal cord is not attached 
at the base of your spine,” Nicholson said. 
“This is to allow the cord to move and 
lengthen as a person grows. Charlie’s is 
attached and now that she is 6 and start¬ 
ing to get taller, it is stretching and po¬ 
tentially starting to cause nerve damage. 
The doctors believe it could be causing 
her gastrointestinal problems, weakness 
in her legs and scoliosis. They are opti¬ 
mistic that this surgery could help with 
these problems but there is no guarantee 
because they aren’t sure how much of it is 
from a tethered spinal cord as opposed to 
the CDKL5.” 

During the surgery, doctors will go in 
through an incision at the base of Char¬ 
lie’s spine and cut the tendon that is hold¬ 
ing her spinal cord. 

She is expected to spend at least three 
to four days in the ICU under sedation so 
her incision can heal. 

“This is because she has to lie perfectly 
flat,” Nicholson said. “If she were to sit up 
before it closes, her spinal fluid might leak 
out and potentially cause meningitis. Af¬ 
ter the ICU, she will spend at least a few 
days on a regular floor. We are optimistic 
that she will heal quickly and be able to 
attend school soon.” 

Along with raising money, Nicholson 
hopes Give Charlie a Chance will raise 
awareness. 

“We want the community to know what 
CDKL5 is,” she said. “There are currently 
only about 800 people in the world diag¬ 
nosed. Charlie is a typical 6-year-old girl, 
trapped in a body that won’t cooperate. 
She has feelings and understands when 
we talk to her. We know this, despite the 
fact that she cannot communicate back 
with us. She deserves a chance at a nor¬ 
mal life.”
